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Colordo  Block  (CDPHE)  and  they  would  do  a “pass  through”  using  a letter  eontraet  to  eaeh 
ageney;  La  Plata  County,  San  Juan  County,  City  of  Durango  and  City  of  Silverton. 

This  would  he  an  interim  fix  with  a limited  scope  and  limited  funding  agreement  until  the 
eaeh  of  the  ageneies  apply  for  separate  eooperative  agreements. 


In  order  for  me  to  get  this  done,  I need  to  know  what  kind  of  money  are  we  planning  to  use 
(Removal  Support  funding  and  the  aetivity  would  be  Technical  Assistance)  and  how  mueh?
